Washington, February 5.—Stocks 
of bituminous coal in storage in the 
United States January 1 amounted 
to 36,000,000 tons, as compared with 
32000,000 tons on November 1, ac- 
cording to F. R. Wadleigh, federal 
fuel distributor, who declared today 
the condition indicated that the bi- 
tuminous coal crisis created by. last 
year’s strike bad definitely passed.

tants of the Ruhr in conformity with 
promises made by the German gov- 
ernment. In matters of food control, 
the minigter for Ruhr affairs will 
have almost dictatorial powers, as 
broad as were exercised by food dic- 
tators in most nations during the 
world war. 

The “dictator” has had wide ex- 
perience and is believed to be emi- 
nently fitted for his new _ position. 
During the war he was the “Herbert 
Hoover of Germany.” 

It has not been made known 
whether, Schmidt will attempt to es- 
tablish himself in the Ruhr or 
whether he will direct affairs from 
Berlin. It is unlikely that he would 
run the risk of arrest by entering the 
industrial area, from which he had 
been expelled. 

Plans to Raise Morale. 

The purpose of Chancellor Cuno, 
who plans a stumping tour of the 
Ruhr, is also to raise the morale of 
the people and urge them to present 
a solid front of opposition to the 
Freneh. 

Passive resistance has now spread 
from the Ruhr to Baden, the German 
state to the right of Lorraine in 
which the French have seized Offen- 
burg and Appenweier as reprisals 
for the action of the German gov- 
ernment in cancelling the Paris-Ba- 
den-Prague express trains. The inhab- 
itants of the state are refusing to 
comply with any orders of the 
French military. 

According to German officials, the 
| French seized the towns to split north 
and south Germany and to link Aus- 
tria, Bavaria and Baden, which are 
all catholic states, with France. The 
French, however, vehemently deny this 
charge. 

DISORDER IN 
FRANKFORT. 

Frankfort, Germany, February 5.— 
Anti-French demonstrations were re- 
newed here Monday. An angry mob 
of Germans surged about a hotel hous- 
ing the entente commission and show- 
ered bottles through the windows. 
Several arrests were made before po- 
lice succeeded in dispersing the dem- 
onstrators.

For the next week ar so, Dempsey 
may not be present around here. Jack 
Kearns said Monday evening that 
Dempsey’s father was sick in Salt 
Lake city. If he is no better by 
Tuesday morning. Dempsey will get 
eut of town, westward-bound in the 
afternoon. 

‘Ag Dempsey worked out before the 
mirror in his bed-room, training for 
the movies, Kerns rubbed a melan- 
choly finger over the writing on a 
certified check for $50,000 brought 
to him by Thomas O'Rourke, the 
tireless bidder. O’ Rourke “wanted to 
give Dempsey 37 1-2 per cent of the 
gate for a fight with Harry Wills at 
the Polo grounds.

Egypt Is Found 


Crowds Are Given Thrill by 
Sight of Discovery 
in Tomb.

Luxor, Egypt, February 
today the crowd around the 
tomb of Tutankhamen was _ just 
dispersing after its sun-bathed vigil, 
when a native carrier appeare? at 
the mouth of the sepulehre carrving 
one of the most astonishing objects 
which has yet been brought out of 
this astonishing tombs. 

It was an almost lifesize bust of 
a queen, presumably Akhnaton’s 
dattehter, Tutankhamen’s' wife, ex- 
quisitely carved in wood, over which 
is a thin coating of plaster pasted in 
a life-like manner. On her heitd she 
wears a crown which wap specially 
designed by Akhnaton, for his queen, 
Nefertiti, this being painted yellow 
fo represent gold, and at the forehead 
is a royal cobra. The face and neck 
colored that brownish yellow 
which is the conventional hue for the 
‘feminine skin in Egyptian art and 
ithe eyes and curving eyebrows are 
painted black. 

The arms are intentionally cut off 
sharply below the shoulders ‘ike 
of sculptors’ models and the 
over which is painted a 
fastened ait the neck, ends 
waist, the breast being only 
indicated. 

The features of the face show that 
soft langourous expression which 
Akhnaton’s artists loved to portray. 
The lobe of the ear is pierced as 
though to receive a jewel.

This bust of the queen is the fig- 
ure which has been called by excava- 
tors, a mannikin or dummy af the 
king, whereon his rebes were hung,
